1. Claims 2-22 of application 09/712,888. filed on 15-November-2000, are presented for 
examination. This paper is in response to applicant's amendment received 28-January-2005, in 
which claim 1 was cancelled. 

Specification Objections 

2. The following is a quotation of 37 CFR 1 .71 (a)-(c): 

(a) The specrfication must include a written description of the invention or discovery and of the 
manner and process of making and Using the same, and is required to be in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art or science to which the 
invention or discovery appertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the 
same. 

The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71 because of the reply from applicant on 
the date noted above, in which applicant went into great detail about the difference between 
"emulation" and "simulation", and that the present invention is directed to "emulating" signal 
impairments created by transmission components. Applicant even amended claim 2 to change 
the "simulation" limitation to "emulation", and repeatedly made the record clear that the presently 
claimed invention is an emulator. For this reason, the examiner duly notes that the specification 
is replete with language describing the present invention as performing simulation. For example, 
page 6, line 10, states that there is a need for the present system to simulate baseband 
impairments in signal quality. Also, page 7, lines 4-11, describe a single channel communication 
simulation, a full duplex simulation, and multipath signal distortion simulation, among various 
other simulations. 

The examiner respectfully posits that the specification language is unclear as to whether 
the present Invention is directed to "emulating" or "simulating", or at the very least, leaves open 
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the present invention to scrutiny from simulations described in the prior art. The examiner 
respectfully asks applicant to clarify the invention as confonning to the arguments of the reply 
dated 28-January-2005, and amend the specification to conform to such arguments, or 
acknowledge the present invention as an emulator which performs a plurality of various 
simulations. Applicant is respectfully reminded that no new matter may be amended into the 
specification. 

Claim Objections
